New Troop 
Pullout Plan 


Urges Hanoi Join 
In Withdrawal Of 
‘Outside Forces’ 


PARIS (AP) — The United 
State* today urged N ^ Viet­ 
nam to join in practical steps 
immediaiely to begin withdraw­ 
ing outside forces of both sides 
from South Vietnam. 
Speaking at the 14th enlarged 
session of the Vietnam peace 
talks, Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lo^ e declared that this could 
«tart a series of events to end 
the war. He said he saw “no 
good reason why that process 
should not begin soon.” 
North Vietnam representative 
Xuan Thuy, however, replied 
that die only foreign troops m 
South Vietnam were those of the 
United States and ks allies and 
what is needed is theii* wito- 
<fa*awal. 
Thuy’s statement seemed to 
rrfiuff, at least for the present, 
I^odge’s appeal to end “histori­ 
cal” exchanges and get down to 
practical pr^lenLS. 
Tran Buu Kiem, representa­ 
tive of the Viet Caig’s National 
liberation Fronrt, also continued 
to press a hard-Une policy. He 
insisted that the way to end the 
wai- was for the United States to 
withdraw its forces and »top 
clinging to the present Saigon 
«dmimstration. 
The U.S. representative said 
(he talks had spent 13 weeks 
going into the hiafiory of the 
Vietnam conflict and diat it is 
now time to begin serious nego­ 
tiations. 
“Let us, therefore, now get 
down to the task of bringing the 
war in Vietnam to an end, he 
said. “Let us seek practical so­ 
lutions to iwactical problems. 
“There is one practical step, 
whkh both sides can take, that 
would go a long way to bnng 
the fi^&ng to an end. That step 
is for the external forces on 
both sBdee to begin the process 
of witaKb-awal from South Viet­ 
nam.” 
Lodge repeated that the Unit­ 
ed States is “prepared to begin 
the withdrawal of U.S. . forces 
from South Vietnam simulta­ 
neously with the external forces 
on your side.”

It is cu stomary in American p olitics to give a 
new p resident a rep ort card after Ms first 100 
days in office. 
As k is u sed in p olitics, the p hrase “one 
hu ndred days” has iwlhing to do wiilh its grim 
origin, ifietory’s Hu ndred Days was the p eriod 
between March 20 and Ju ne 28, 1815, the in^- 
vri between Nap oleon Bonap arte’s entry into 
Paris after his escap e from Elba and his abdi­ 
cation. The most momentou s event of the p eri­ 
od was the cru cial defeat at Waterloo on Ju ne 
18. 


FOR SOME REASON, American p olitical ob- 
sen^ers started the hu ndred-days assessment in 
(he Franklin D. Roosevelt administration and 
the p ratioe has become traditional. 
Perhap s it was the whirlwind of le^slataon 
that President Roosevelt h^ded throu gh the 
sp ecial session of the 73rd Ckx^ress that stirred 
u p the p olltScal bu ffs. 
Arthu r M. Schlesinger Jr. describes (he birth 
of the New Deal p eriod in these words; “Con­ 
gress and the ooimtry were su bjected to a p wi- 
dential barrage of ideas smd p rograms u nlike 
anything known (» America history.” 
In his first hu ndred days, President Roosevelt 
was given extraordinary p owers for combaiiing 
the dep ression and p romoting recovery throu gh 
the p assage of 15 major measu res. 
Almost Wind ap p roval was given to Mr. Ro« ^ 
eyelt’s p rograms amd the Nskional Indu strial 
Recovery Act which was signed on (he day (he 
congressional session adjou rned, was later 
stmck down by the U.S. Su p reme Ckmrt. 
Close coop eratdon markeid the first hu ndr^ 
days <rf Hai^ S. Tru man as congress gave him 
• free hand to carry ou t foreign p olicies of the 
a<imini^ti(» i. 
Only major kgislation ap p roved in the firs* 
hu ndred days of President Eisenhower’s ftrsfc 
term was that creating the Dep artment of 
Health, Edu catnon and Wellfare. 


JoMi F. Kennedy’s hu ndred days in 1%1 saw 
six of 16 major measu res requ ested by ttie ad­ 
ministration clear Congress inclu ding fiie Fair 
Labor Standards Amendments. 
President Johnson, at the end of his firat 
hu ndred days, was able to assess the record by 
citing enactment of “10 of the 15 ap p rop riation 
bills . . . that were carried over from last ye» 
. . . the greatest edu cation C5ongress in the hie- 
toiy of ou r land . . . the new tax (redu ction) 
bili . . . (and) men and women working togeth­ 
er.” 
President Nixon will p ass the hu wked-days in 
office marker next Tu esday. 
And while he has not inu ndated Congress with 
a fkiod of p rop osed legislaUoo, there 
a rt few 
who wou ld fau lt him so far on his p erformance. 
Mr. Nixon ap p ears to be ap p lying what he 
learned 
from 
Fh*esident 
Eisenhower 
who 
stressed a more leisu rely p ace in the White 
Hou se. 
It seems, then, that a mile-long list of legisla­ 
tion is not necessary to a su cce^u l first 
hu ndred days. 


MR. NIXON is being carefu l in formu lating 
his dom ^c p rogram bu t he has been p u tting a 
lot of shou lder into the effort to p romote u nder­ 
standing with ou r foreign friends and p otential 
cn« nies. 
In an age when foreip -p oHcy decisions p lay 
su di a p rominent role in shap ing the fu tu re of 
the world, ability in the kitornatianal arena has 
to be considered in measu ring the worth of * 
p residesnt. 
A critic of the “old” Nixon, former Secretary 
of State Dean G. Acbeson, ha s this to say abou t 
the Prcsideffit’s foreign consideratioi» ; “I wou ld 
give the President a hit for each time he has 
been at bat in the first hu ndred days.” 
It is to the benefit of the world if Mr. Nixon 
can continu e to have a good day at bat ki the 
u np redictable game of p olitios.

W e sl e y 
Gilbertson toM the township rep resentatives. He 
blamed sep tic tanks ki areas of p oor soil or 
congested p op u latSon. 
He declared nearly half of the 25,000 samp les 
of water from p rivate wdls sent to his de­ 
p artment for testing were fou nd to be 
ooti- 
tammated. 
His solu tion: p u blic wader su p p to and sew­ 
age system« on • cou ndywkie has« to rep lace 
sep tic tanks and wells. 
Colu mbiana Cou nty has already begu n to im­ 
p lement su ch p lans which seem to be an ob­ 
viou s need m (fisfricte where hou sing grows 
ap ace and waiter requ iremente are not being 
met. Su ch p rojects will take oonriderable fi­ 
nancing, as oKWoents of the St. ClaSr p rop os­ 
al are aware. 
. 
Bu t the heakh factors and economic devel­ 


op ment p otential 
mi adequ ate waiter and sew­ 
age facilities arc fa r too imp ortant to be writ­ 
ten off as u nnecessary exp enses. Hop efu lly, the 
St. Clair district will get water soon, with sew­ 
age disp osal to follow, and other su bu rban areas 
ki the tri - state area will continu e to lay the 
fou ndation for these p u blic p rograms on which 
the next generation of citizens dep end« .

WASHINGTON - Deep inside labor, a h a t­ 
fu l 
awesomely wdJ-informed men are sayk^ 
that the U.S. will be moving ou t of Sou th Viet­ 
nam’s waterlogged trenches “by midsu mmer.” 
The war “will bottom ou t” 
teen, they have been told. 
Tte is rep orted a a flatly as 
they p u t it, since “they” are 
tee same sou rces whkh told 
this colu mnist — well in a d ­ 
va n ce (alnKMrt a year) — that 
Lyndon Johnson p lanned to 
s u p p or t Saigon wHh over 
500,000 troop s. Grim history 
has corroborated tee accu ra­ 
cy of l a b or ’s intelligence 
sou rces. 
R has been said that these sou rce® are ki la­ 
bor’s own alleged “staite dep artment,” or its 
own so-called foreign « rvice. or its own long 
channels of information cu tting across the 
worW. This is not so. Their information came 
directly from the President of the U.S. There is 
a new President. A Rep u blican Preadent. Bu t 
teere is no need to asBu me that labor’s sou rces 
went tee way of aH transitions. 
Thu s it i* consequ ential to rep ort that, ki 
these labor circles at least, they are talking of 
tee beginning of the “p hase-ou t of the war” 
coming in swne 90 days. 


THERE IS EVIDENCE teat President Nixon 
and labor p roxy George Meany are eager to de­ 
velop Ml intimaite relationship between tee new 
administration and the old movement — p er­ 
hap s as clone as k was between (he immediate 
p ast p resident and organized W)or. The ma- 
dnne-gu n swiftness of news exp loskjns du ring 
tee p ast eight years has blu rred tee mem<^ of 
the earlv antagorasm between Lyndon Johnson 
and labor. So awkward was the eau rly “p olitical 
romance,” it took a p u blic dinner and op en con­ 
fu sions of mu tu al affection to make p « ce 
« mid avowed p ledges to “bu ry the hatchet. 
Today Mr. Nixon’s low-voiced ap p roach has 
made the honeymoon wkh labor e^ier tiran the 
first days with Mr. Johnson. 
President Nixon, having sen* his f ^ team to 
the AFL-CIO’s tiu nk-ki at White Su lp hu r 
Sp rings W. Va., now has invited labor’s first 
team, the fu ll squ ad, to the White Hou se for a 
long iM’ivate iscu ssiwi. 
They will be led to the White Hou se early on 
May 5 for thear first en masse dialogu e with 
Richard Nixon (schedu led on the President’s 
p ersonal calendar for 10:15 a.m.). 
This will be six months, almo^ to the very 
hou r, since this very same team threw every- 
teing it had into a tru ly last-minu te drive to de­ 
feat Dick Nixon. Bu t the name^alling is forgot­ 
ten now. Each side wants to live with each oth­ 
er as warmly, as ^casantly and as long as p os­ 
sible. And as p u bKcly as feasible. 
When tee President’s economic p olicy team 
drove over to tee Greenbrier Hotel last week, 
they went with instru ctions not to rile the hosts. 


Only the terewd old inftghter, cru sty Di*. Ar- 
tlwr Bu rns, Mr. Nixon’s ddef home^ront advis­ 
er, bristled now and then when the labor cWrfs 
p ressed hard for answers. On the oteer tide, 
tee labor contingent was sworn to an “Cknerta” 
(he likes of vteich newsmen have not encou n- 
tered since we u sed to hide ki conference room 
closets to learn who was teailting whom. 


THUS IT WILL BE when tee 29-man AFL- 
CIO Execu lave Cou ncil visits with Richard Nix­ 
on teat Monday morning. 
Mr. Nixon will be p ressed hard — since Mr. 
Meanv can’t really control all (hose labor 
chiefs. There will be mu ch heated talk abou t 
“tax ju stice.” This is labor’s thing for 19 ^. Its 
followers are screaming u nder the load. They 
want action now — and the observer need only 
look at the United Steelworkers election to sea 
whwe raeik-and-file members dianp ed soma 
famed district directors who had been advocat­ 
ing p u blic p rograms which wou ld cost addition­ 
al p u blic rn o rú es. 
There are maritime u idon chiefs on tee « H» - 
dl who see tee death of five to seven thou sand 
jobs on lu sh American Imers and old frel^ers, 
now being laid u p . And these men will p u sh Mr. 
Nixoo wite demands for a new merchant ma­ 
rine. 
There are men whose indu tiries are being hit 
hard by imp orts — and they will u rge Mr. Nix­ 
on to u se his p residential p ower to d» ke these 
df in steel, shoes, textiles and manu factu red 
goods flowing ki flrom across tee worM in gen­ 
eral and from Mexico in p articidar. 


THERE ARE THOSE who wiH ju mp him 
with demands for 
a |2-an-hoiir mkiimtm wage. 
And all of them will demand more sp ending, 
not less, to imp lement the p rc^ams of the Ken­ 
ney and 
J(Amo n administretions. 
They will u rge him to sp end wid sp end — and 
if he won’t advocate thte, at least wou ld he 
p lease not op p ose the liberal-labor controlled 
Congress vteen it sestis u p tee bills. 
They will argu e for the end of tight money. 
They will say there is “no mechanical trade-off 
between inflation and u nemp loyment.” Their 
p osition is teat this is “economically false and 
loaded wite sodal dynamite.” 
There a re tiKwe, inclu ding George Meany, 
who believe that the State Dep wtinent is too 
dovish, mu ch to eager for an entente with tee 
Sovirt Union 
a n d Nrate Vietnam. They may say 
so. 
Bu t it will all be soft-voiced. Both sides want 
tWs honeymoon to last as long — and a® p leas- 
antily — as p ossible. They mu st Hve together for 
fou r years, p erhap s eight years, and in the Hves 
of the elders of labor, this is a lifetime. 
And in the cou rse of living together, botii 
sides are getting to know a great deal abou t 
each oteer. Thu s, what is being said deep inside 
labor’s high command is of deep significance to 
the p eop le.

Go-Ahead 
To Bu rn Flag 


WASHINGTON - The Su p reme Co u rt dW not 
hdp tee cau se of law and order to America by 
rever^ig tins week two deoisfons of the lower 
cou rts wWch had convicted o n e man of threat­ 
ening, in 1966, to WIl LBJ and another of bu rn­ 
ing the American flag, both of which are viola­ 
tions of law. In each 
b tstmce, “freedom of 
sp eech” was given a mu ch wkler latitu de than 
ever before. 
In the flag-bu rnk^ case, five ju stices voted to 
reverse the convictfon and fou r dis^nted. 
The defendant had been convicted of violating 
I law of New York State which make® It an of­ 
fense to “mu tilate, deface, defile or defy, tram­ 
p le u p on or cast contemp t u p on, either by 
w<xds or act,” tee American fteg. 


ALL OF THE STATES of the u nion and tee 
District of Colu mWa have su ch laws. Bu t fiie 
high cou rt declared tee flag-bu rning was ju st 
en exp ression of jwotest. 
Testimaiy was given that tee defendant had 
cried ou t, “We don’t need no damn flag,” and 
teat, when » ked wheteer he had bu rned the 
flag, he had said, “Yes; tea* is my flag; I 
bu rned k.” 
Yet the majority of the cou rt conclu ded that 
this “amou nrtied only to somewhat exdted p itelic 
advocacy of the idea teat the United State« 
shou ld abandon, at least temp orarily, one of its 
national symbols.” 
The whole debate centered on whether tee 
man was convicted solely for the bu rling 
o f tee 
flag or for the words he u sed when he de­ 
nou nced the flag. 
Ju stice Harlan’s majority op inion argu ed that 
tee words teemselves 
w&t p ermissible and 
that k was not clear from the lower cou rt’s de­ 
cisions wheteer tee individu al was bei^ p u n­ 
ished for descecrating the flag or for his u tter­ 
ances. Bu t the ju stice added: 
“We are still bou nd to reverse if the convic­ 
tion cou ld have been based u p on bote his words 
and his act.” 
Chief Ju rtice Warren declared, however, that 
tee cou rt had refu sed to meet the basic qu es­ 
tion and had instead searched “microsrop ically 
for tee op p ortu nity to decide he case,” He said 
a reading of tee trial recwd convinced him that 
tee man was convicted solely on evidence of 
bu rning the flag. 
Tlw chief ju stice exp ressed his belief that 
“tile states and (he federal government do have 
tile p ow« * to p rotect the flag frwn acts of de» - 
cration and distrace.” 
It is « gnificant that the fou r members 
the 
cou rt who dissented were CWef Ju stice Warrm, 
Ju stice Black, Ju stice White and Ju stice For­ 
tes. 
Ju stice White, in his dissenting op inion, as­ 
serted that it was “teeer fancy to conclu de that 
the trial cou rt convicted him for sp eech alone 
and acqu itted him of flag-bu rning.” He com­ 
mented: 
“The cou rt has sfHm an intricate, technical 
web bu t I fear k has esisnared itself in its own 
remorseless logic and arrived at 
a resu lt hav­ 
ing no su p p ort ki the fa» cts of the case or tee 
governing law.” 
Ceases of this kind u nqu estionably are noted 
by lawyers throu ghou t the cou ntry and rome of 
them are active m advising camp u s rioters and 
variou s organizations which are stirring u p u n­ 
rest in America. 
If the Su p reme Cou rt of the United 
says that a conviction even for desecration of 
tiie flag may n<k be su stained If the act of bu rn- 
mg is tied in wite sp eech related to a inctest of 
aome kind, tiu s line of argu ment u ndoitetedly 
wiU be u tilized by oteer offend« ^ who are en- 
g^ed ki riote and distu rbances. 
•nie Su p reme Ckxal also bru shed aside ki tn- 
oteer case, by means of a technicality, the con­ 
viction of a man who, du ring a rally at the 
Wateington Monu ment grou nds in Au gu st 1966, 
made a threat against the life of Prewdent 
Jtenson.

Urges Hanoi Join 
In Withdrawal Of 
‘Outside Forces’ 


PARIS (AP) - The United 
States today urged North Viet­ 
nam to join in practical steps 
immediately to begin withdraw­ 
ing outside forces of both sides 
from South Vietnam. 
Speaking at the 14th enlarged 
session of the Vietnam peace 
talks, Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge declared that this could 
start a series of events to end 
the war. He said he saw “no 
good reason why that process 
should not begin soon.” 
North Vietnam representative 
Xuan Thuy, however, replied 
that the only foreign troops rn 
South Vietnam were those of the 
United States and its allies and 
what is needed is their with­ 
drawal. 
Thuy’s statement seemed to 
rebuff, at least for the present, 
Lodge’s appeal to end “histori­ 
cal” exchanges and get down to 
practical problems. 
Tran Buu Atom, representa­ 
tive of the Viet Cong’s National 
liberation Front, also continued 
to press a hard-line policy. He 
insisted that the way to end the 
war was for the United States to 
withdraw its forces and stop 
clinging to 1he present Saigon 
administration. 
The U.S. representative said 
the talks had spent 13 weeks 
going into tile history of the 
Vietnam conflict and that it is 
now time to begin serious nego­ 
tiations. 
“Let us, therefore, now get 
down to the task of bringing the 
war in Vietnam to an end, ’ he 
said. “Let us seek practical so­ 
lutions to practical problems. 
“There is one practical step, 
which both sides can take, that 
would go a long way to bong 
the fighting to an end. That step 
is for the external forces on 
both sides to begin tile process 
of withdrawal from South Viet­ 
nam.” 
Lodge repeated that the Unit­ 
ed States is “prepared to begin 
the withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from South Vietnam simulta­ 
neously with the external forces 
on your side.” 
Lodge said he saw no reason 
whythe military and political 
aspects of a settlement could 
not be worked out at the same 
time. He stressed the word 
“practical” several times in his 
statement.

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The First Hundred Days 


It is customary in American politics to give a 
new president a report card after his first IOO 
days in office. 
As it is used in politics, the phrase “one 
hundred days” has nothing to do with its grim 
origin. History’s Hundred Days was the period 
between March 20 and June 28, 1815, the inter­ 
val between Napoleon Bonaparte’s entry into 
Paris after his escape from Elba and his abdi­ 
cation. The most momentous event of the peri­ 
od was the crucial defeat at Waterloo on June 
18. 


FCHI SOME REASON, American political ob­ 
servers started the hundred-days assessment in 
the Franklin D. Roosevelt administration and 
the pratioe has become traditional. 
Perhaps it was the whirlwind of legislation 
that President Roosevelt herded through the 
special session of the 73rd Congress that stirred 
up the political buffs. 
Arthur M. ScMesinger Jr. describes the birth 
of toe New Deal period in these words: “Con­ 
gress and toe country were subjected to a pesi- 
dential barrage of ideas and programs unlike 
anything known to American history.” 
In Ms first hundred days, President Roosevelt 
was given extraordinary powers for combatting 
toe depression and promoting recovery through 
toe passage of 15 major measures. 
Almost blind approval was given to Mr. Roos­ 
evelt’s programs and the Natl Ona] Industrial 
Recovery Act which was signed on toe day the 
congressional session adjourned, was later 
struck down by the U.S. Supreme Court. 
dose cooperation marked the first hundred 
days of Harry S. Truman as congress gave him 
a free hand to carry out foreign policies of the 
administration. 
Only major legislation approved in the first 
hundred days of President Eisenhower’s first 
term was that creating the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


John F. Kennedy’s hundred days in 1961 saw 
six of 16 major measures requested by toe ad­ 
ministration clear Congress including toe Fair 
Labor Standards Amendments. 
President Johnson, at toe end of his first 
hundred days, was able to assess the record by 
citing enactment of “IO of the 15 appropriation 
bills . . . that were carried over from last year 
. . . the greatest education Congress in toe his­ 
tory of our land . . . the new tax (reduction) 
bill . . . (and) mein and women working togeth­ 
er.” 
President Nixon will pass the hundred-days in 
office marker next Tuesday. 
And while he has not inundated Congress with 
a flood of proposed legislation, there are few 
who would fault him so far on his performance. 
Mr. Nixon appears to be applying what he 
learned 
from 
President 
Eisenhower 
who 
stressed a more leisurely pace in the White 
House. 
It seems, then, that a mile-long list of legisla­ 
tion is not necessary to a successful first 
hundred days. 


MR. NIXON is being careful in formulating 
his domestic program but he has been putting a 
lot of shoulder into the effort to promote under­ 
standing with our foreipi friends and potential 
enemies. 
In rn age when foreign-poUcy decisions play 
such a prominent role in shaping the future of 
toe world, ability in the international arena has 
to be considered in measuring the worth of a 
president. 
A critic of toe “old” Nixon, former Secretary 
of State Dean G. A cheson, has this to say about 
the President’s foreign considerations: “I would 
give toe President a hit for each time he has 
been at bat in the first hundred days.” 
It is to the benefit of toe world if Mr. Nixon 
can continue to have a good day at bat in toe 
unpredictable game of politics. 


Growing Suburban Problem 


The growing problem of private well contam­ 
ination in suburban aid rural areas of toe na­ 
tion was outlined Monday ait Pittsburgh tor a 
convention of Pennsylvania township supervis­ 
ors. 
“Of the one million private wells in toe state, 
half are contaminated by sewage,” W e sl e y 
Gilbertson told the township representatives. He 
blamed septic tanks in areas of poor soil or 
congested population. 
He declared nearly half of the 25,000 samples 
of waiter from private wells sent to his de­ 
partment for testing were found to be con­ 
taminated. 
His solution: public waiter supplies and sew­ 
age systems on a countywide basis to replace 
septic tanks and wells. 
Columbiana County has already begun to im­ 
plement such plans which seem to be an ob­ 
vious need in districts where housing grows 
apace and water requirements are not being 
met. Such projects will take considerable fi­ 
nancing, as opponents of toe St. Clair propos­ 
al we aware. 
But the health factors and economic devel­ 


opment potential in adequate water and sew­ 
age facilities are far too important to be writ­ 
ten off as unnecessary expenses. Hopefully, the 
St. Clair district will get water soon, with sew­ 
age disposal to follow, and other suburban areas 
in the tri - state area will continue to lay the 
foundation for these public programs on which 
the next generation of citizens depends

af their best af toe spring concert in which toe 
seniors with their experience and mature talent 
perform their finale.

Labor Talks It Over

WASHINGTON - Deep inside labor, a hand­ 
ful of awesomely well-informed men are saying 
that toe U.S. will be moving out of South Viet­ 
nam’s waterlogged trenches “by midsummer.” 
The war “will bottom out” 
then, they have been told. 
This is reported as flatly as 
they put it, since “they” are 
the same sources which told 
this columnist — well to ad­ 
vance (almost a year) — that 
Lyndon Johnson planned to 
s u p p o r t Saigon with over 
500,000 troops. Grim history 
has corroborated toe accura­ 
cy of I a b o r ’s imtielligenee 
sources. 
It has been said that these sources are to la­ 
bor’s own alleged “state department,” or its 
own so-called foreign service, or its own long 
channels of information cutting across the 
world. This is not so. Their information came 
directly from tile President of the U.S. There is 
a new President. A Republican President. But 
there is no need to assume that labor’s sources 
went the way of a1 transitions. 
Thus it to consequential to report that, in 
these labor circles at least, they are talking of 
toe beginning of the “phaseout of toe war” 
coming to some 90 days. 


THERE IS EVIDENCE that President Nixon 
and labor prexy George Meany are eager to de­ 
velop an intimate relationship between the new 
administration and the old movement — per­ 
haps as close ae it was between toe immediate 
past president and organized labor. The ma­ 
chine-gun swiftness of news explosions during 
the past eight years has blurred the memory of 
the early antagonism between Lyndon Johnson 
and labor. So awkward was the early “political 
romance,” it took a public dinner and open con­ 
fessions of mutual affection to make peace 
amid avowed pledges to “bury the hatchet.” 
Today Mr. Nixon’s low-voiced approach has 
made toe honeymoon with labor easier than the 
first days with Mr. Johnson. 
President Nixon, having sent his first team to 
toe AFL-CIO’s thtok-in at White Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va., now has invited labor’s first 
team, the full squad, to toe White House for a 
long private discussion. 
They will be led to the White House early on 
May 5 for their first en masse dialogue with 
Richard Nixon (scheduled on the President’s 
personal calendar for 10:15 am.). 
This will be six months, almost to toe very 
hour, since this very same team threw every­ 
thing it had into a truly last-minute drive to de­ 
feat Dick Nixon. But the name-calling is forgot­ 
ten now. Each side wants to live with each oth­ 
er as warmly, as pleasantly and as long as pos­ 
sible. And as publicly as feasible. 
When toe President’s economic policy team 
drove over to toe Greenbrier Hotel last week, 
they went with instructions not to rile the hosts. 


Only the shrewd old infighter, crusty Dr. Ar­ 
thur Bums, Mr. Nixon’s chief home-front advis­ 
er, bristled now and then when the labor chiefs 
pressed hard for answers. On the other ride, 
the labor contingent was sworn to an “Omerta” 
toe likes of which newsmen have not encoun­ 
tered since we used to hide in conference room 
closets to learn who was insulting whom.

THUS IT WILL BE when (he 29-man AFL- 
CIO Executive Council visits with Richard Nix­ 
on that Monday morning. 
Mr. Nixon will be pressed hard — since Mr. 
Meany can’t really control all those labor 
chiefs. There will be much heated talk about 
“tax justice.” This is labor’s thing for 1989. la 
followers are screaming under the load. They 
want action now — and toe observer need only 
lode at toe United Steelworkers election to see 
where rank-and-file members dumped some 
famed district directors who had been advocat­ 
ing public programs which would cost addition­ 
al public monies. 
There are maritime union chiefs on toe coun­ 
cil who see the death of five to seven thousand 
jobs on lush American liners and old freighters, 
now being laid up. And these men will push Mr. 
Nixon with demands for a new merchant ma­ 
rine. 
There are men whose industries are being hit 
hard by imports — and they will urge Mr. Nix­ 
on to use his presidential power to choke these 
off in steed, shoes, textiles and manufactured 
goods flowing in from across the world in gen­ 
eral and from Mexico in particular. 


THERE ARE THOSE who will jump hen 
with demands for a 82-an-hour minimum wage. 
And all of them will demand more spending, 
not less, to implement the programs of the Ken­ 
ney and Johnson administrations. 
They will urge him to spend and spend — and 
if he won’t advocate this, at least would he 
please not oppose toe liberal-labor controlled 
Congress when it sends up toe bills. 
They will argue for toe end of tight money. 
They will say there is “no mechanical tradeoff 
between inflation and unemployment.” Their 
position is tost this is “economically false and 
loaded with social dynamite.” 
There are those, including George Meany, 
who believe that toe State Department is too 
dovish, much to eager for an entente with tho 
Soviet Union and North Vietnam. They may say 
so. 
But it will all be soft-voiced. Both sides want 
this honeymoon to last as long — and as pleas­ 
antly — as possible. They must live together for 
four years, perhaps eight years, and in toe lives 
of the elders of labor, this is a lifetime. 
And in the course of living together, both 
sides are getting to know a great deal about 
each ol'her Thus, what is being said deep inside 
labor’s high command is of deep significance to 
the people. 
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WASHINGTON - The Supreme Court (Bd not 
help toe cause of law and order in America by 
reversing tote week two decisions of toe lower 
courts which had convicted one man of threat­ 
ening, in 1986, to kill LBJ and another of burn­ 
ing toe American flag, both of which are viola­ 
tions of law. In each instance, “freedom of 
speech” was given a much wider latitude than 
ever before. 
In the flag-burning case, five justices voted to 
reverse toe conviction and four dissented. 
The defendant had been convicted of violating 
a law of New York State which makes it an of­ 
fense to “mutilate, deface, defile or defy, tram­ 
ple upon or cast contempt upon, either by 
words or act,” toe American flag. 


ALL OF THE STATES of the union and toe 
District of Columbia have such laws. But the 
high court declared toe flag-burning was just 
an expression of protest. 
Testimony was given that toe defendant had 
cried out, “We don't need no damn flag,” md 
that, when asked whetter he had burned the 
flag, he had said, “Yes; tote is my flag: I 
bunted it” 
Yet the majority of toe court concluded that 
tote “amounted only to somewhat excited public 
advocacy of toe idea tote the United States 
should abandon, at least temporarily, one of its 
national symbols.” 
The whole debate centered on whether toe 
man was convicted solely for the burning of the 
flag or for toe words he used when he de­ 
nounced the flag. 
Justice Harlan’s majority opinion argued that 
the words themselves were permissible and 
that ti was not clear from toe lower court’s de­ 
cisions whether toe individual was being pun­ 
ished for descecrating toe flag or for his utter­ 
ances. But the justice added: 
“We are still bound to reverse if the convic­ 
tion could have been based upon bath his words 
and his act.” 
Chief Justice Warren declared, however, that 
the court had refused to meet the basic ques­ 
tion and had instead searched “microscopically 
for toe opportunity to decide he case.” He said 
a reading of the trial record convinced him that 
the man was convicted solely on evidence of 
burning toe flag. 
The chief justice expressed his belief that 
“the states and toe federal government do have 
the power to protect the flag from acts of dese­ 
cration and distract” 
It is significant that the four members of the 
court who dissented were Chief Justice Warren, 
Justice Black, Justice White and Justice For­ 
tes. 
Justice White, in his dissenting opinion, as­ 
serted that it was “sheer fancy to conclude that 
the trial court convicted him for speech alone 
and acquitted him of flag-burning.” He com­ 
mented: 
“The court hts spun an intricate, technical 
web but I fear it has ensnared itself kl its own 
remorseless logic and arrived at a result hav­ 
ing no support kl tile facts of toe case or the 
governing law.” 
Cases of this kind unquestionably are noted 
by lawyers throughout toe country and some of 
them are active in advising campus rioters and 
various organizations which are stirring up un­ 
rest in America. 
lf tile Supreme Court of the United States 
says that a conviction even for desecration of 
the flag may not be sustained if the act of burn­ 
ing is tied in with speech related to a protest of 
•ome kind, tote line of argument undoubtedly 
will be utilized by otter offenders who are en­ 
gaged in riots and disturbances. 
The Supreme Court also brushed aside kl an­ 
other case, by means of a technicality, the con­ 
viction of a man who, during a rally at the 
Washington Monument grounds kl August 1966, 
made a threat against toe life of President 
Johnson. 


THIS WILL HAVE a profound effect on toe 
various d e m o n s t r a t o r s and organizers of 
marches which disturb domestic peace. They 
are constantly emphasizing an intention to cre­ 
ate violence. 
Mob psychology is responsible for much of 
toe disorder in American cities. Persons who 
wish to instigate trouble manage by shouting 
epithets and throwing rocks and bottles to stir 
up animosities, particularly on racial problems. 
If the laws of the land which foetid incite­ 
ment to violence are being ignored by rulings 
which insist that all this is a part of a symbolic 
protest on public questions, the unrest in Amer­ 
ica is likely to be intensified rather than dimin­ 
ished.

When the jury’s verdict was 
announced in the crowded court­ 
room, Sirhan palled but re­ 
mained silent. 
Cooper said Sirhan reassured 
him a short time later in a eel 
that he knew his attorneys did 
their best. He told Cooper: 
“Even Jesus Christ couldn’t 
have saved me.” 
Cooper who once was presi­ 
dent of the Los Angeles County 
Bar Association, was near tears 
when he faced newsmen after 
the first death verdict of his ca­ 
reer. 
The jury’s decision, Cooper 
said, was due to “an overriding 
feeling by the community in the 
entire United States in favor of 
law and order.”

IO East Liverpool Review

Indications Rise In Paris 
DeGaulle May Quit Soon 


PARIS (AP) — Indications 
are mounting that this may be 
President Charles de Gaulle’s 
last week in office. 
The 78-year-old French leader 
has 
said 
he 
would 
resign 
immediately if the referendum 
Sunday votes down his proposal 
to transfer some of the central 
government’s powers to region­ 
al administrations and reduce 
the Senate to a consultative 
role. 
The newspaper Figaro pub­ 
lished a poll today showing that 
for the first time since De 
Gaulle made his resignation 
threat, opponents of the consti­ 
tutional 
changes 
outnumber 
supporters 53 per cent to 47 per 
cent. As recently as March 31, 
polls 
showed 
56 
per 
cent 
planned to vote yes in the refer­ 
endum. 
The switch came after De 
Gaulle’s televised address link­ 
ing his political future to the lit­ 
tle understood, 38-page reform 
bill. 
De Gaulle himself indicated 
doubt Wednesday about the out­ 
come when he told his Cabinet 
at the end of their weekly ses­ 
sion: 
“We’ll meet again—in 
principle—next Wednesday.” 
The merits of the proposed 
changes have been oversha­ 
dowed by the question of confi­ 
dence in De Gaulle’s steward­ 
ship, which is exactly what he 
intended. The threat of defeat 


has spurred the Gaullists to 
frantic new efforts, but most 
voters still appear apathetic 
about the referendum and the 
future of the 11-year-old De 
Gaulle epoch. 
The president will broadcast 
another appeal for support Fri­ 
day night. His traditional argu­ 
ment, “De Gaulle or chaos,” ap­ 
pears to have lost much of its 
force due to the lack of threat 
from the left and the prospect of 
a replacement for the old man. 
De Gaulle’s resounding victo­ 
ry in the legislative elections 
last June came in the wake of 
six weeks of student violence 
and labor strikes that scared 
the middle class into the arms 
of the Gaullists. 
Memories of those hectic days 
have faded and the parties of 
the left are in disarray, obvious­ 
ly posing no threat to the estab­ 
lished order. And the argument 
that no one can replace De 
Gaulle is offset by the come­ 
back being made by former 
Premier 
Georges 
Pompidou, 
now regarded as a strong candi­ 
date to succeed De Gaulle. 
Middle class voters, at odds 
with De Gaulle on economic and 
monetary issues, generally have 
supported him out of fear of the 
Communist®. Now Pompidou, a 
former Rothschild banker, is 
waiting in the wings to provide 
an orderly succession.

l l Killed, 6 2 Wounded 
State Of Emergency Put 
On Lebanon After Riots 


BULLETIN 
BEIRUT, Lebanon UPI — A 
new clash broke out between 
Palestinians and troops in Leba­ 
non today and four persons 
were reported killed despite a 
state of emergency designed to 
keep the nation calm. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 
Beirut and five other major Le­ 
banese towns are under curfew 
today, and a state of emergency 
is in force throughout Lebanon 
following a day of riots in which 
at least ll people were killed 
and 62 were wounded. 
The nation’s 15.000-man army 
patrolled the streets, guarded 
key installations and kept thou­ 
sands of Palestinian refugees in 
their camps. 
The strict security measures 
were taken to prevent funerals 
for victims of Wednesday’s vio­ 
lence from turning into bloody 
antigovernment demonstrations. 
Thousands of Palestinian refu­ 
gees in the southern city of Si­ 
don threatened to defy the cur­ 
few to attend the burials. 
Premier Raslud Karami con­ 
sidered resigning but was per­ 
suaded by Cabinet colleagues to 
remain in office, government 
sources reported. He made a 
dramatic midniglri appeal for 
national unity and pledged the 
government would take all nec­ 
essary measures to maintain 
law and order. 


The premier said the entire 
country supports the Palestinian 
cause and noted that the gov­ 
ernment approved a new con­ 
scription law Wednesday night 
Lebanon’s population is about 
half Christian and half Moslem, 
and the government generally 
has tried to steer clear of ire 
volvement in the Middle East 
fighting. 
In line with this, it has tried to 
prevent Palestinian commandos 
from using Lebanon as a base 
for operations against Israel, 
but in reprisal for an Arab at­ 
tack on a Israeli El Al airliner 
at Athens last December, Israe­ 
li commandos attacked Beirut 
International Airport and de* 
strayed 13 Lebanese planes. 
Refugees who fled to Lebanon 
from Palestine in 1948 and their 
offspring now number 160,000. 
They are fierce supporters of 
the Arab guerrilla movement, 
and many Lebanese students 
back them. 
Refugees and students, many 
of them armed, surged through 
the streets Wednesday demand­ 
ing that the government give 
Arab guerrilla fighters freedom 
to use Lebanon as a base for op­ 
erations against Israel. They 
battled security forces in Bei­ 
rut, the southern city of Sidon 
and the village af Barr Elias in 
the Bekaa Valley. Two of the 
dead were members of the secu­ 
rity force. 
Warren Hailed By Nixon 
At White House Dinner 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, accepting 
a White House salute from one­ 
time political foe Richard M. 
Nixon, says lie will leave his 
post “without malice in my 
heart toward anyone.” 
Warren, who retires in June, 
was hailed Wednesday by the 
President at a black tie dinner 
at the White House, 
where 
champagne toasts washed down 
some bitter memories. 
Among the 108 guests Nixon 
fibered to Iwnor Warren’s 50 
years of public service, were 
the 
chief 
justice’s 
family, 
friends, court eolleaguees, gov­ 
ernment officials 
and 
seven 
men often mentioned as candi­ 
dates for the top seat on the Su­ 
preme Court. 
With Secretary of State Wil­ 


liam P. Rogers. Supreme Court 
Justice Potter Stewart, Defense 
chief Melvin R. Laird, Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, tannery 
Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell, 
Thomas E Dewey, and Nixon’s 
one-time law school roommate, 
Charles S. Rhyne all looking on, 
the President gave no hint® on 
his high court choice. 
Nixon, however, concentrated 
on providing a warm farewell in 
advance for Warren, who plans 
to step down at the end of the 
current court term in June. 
Before his 1953 appointment 
as chief justice by former Presi­ 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower, Re­ 
publican Warren was a political 
power in California, serving in 
several state offices, including 
three terms as governor.

SCULLY, as you probably 
know, is one of the nation’s fin­ 
est sportscasters. His quiet, re­ 
laxed manner and precise, liter­ 
ate descriptions of the Dodgers 
baseball games so delight Los 
Angeles fans that they carry 
radios to the stadium, refusing 
to believe what they see until 
Scully says it’s so. 
Moreover, Scully is an articu­ 
late, widely read man who 
knows as much about James 
Thurber as Babe Ruth and can 
discuss either with ease. He’s 
to the hystrical, word-mangling 
world of sportscast^ as Red 
Smith is to sports writing, re­ 
fining the description of men in 
motion to the level of art. 
But sportscasting is fonda­ 
nt e n t a 11 y male territory, as 
daytime TV belongs to women. 
and to leap from the world of 
brawn and beer to that of bras 
and bric-a-brac seems so radi­ 
cal that I dropped by NBC’s 
Burbank studios to talk to the 
redhead. 


FINDING HIM is a problem. 
Backstage at “It Takes Two” is 
a jungle of fire engines, ele­ 
phants, belly dancers, college 
girls in a vat crushing grapes 
with their bare feet, a squad of 
ROTC c a d e t s in close-order 
drill and various a s s o r t e d 
teams of celebrities and their 
wives, such as the Sebastian 
Cabots, the Shelly Bermans, the 
James Drurys. 
. 
The show is credited as a 
Ralph Andrews Thing, which is 
an apt description. Scully asks 
guest celebrities for answers to 
such preposterous questions as 


the combined waist measure­ 
ments of an elephant and a 
Playboy bunny to which the ce­ 
lebrities offer wild guesses and 
members of the audience guess 
which guesses are closest to the 
truth. That kind of tiling. 


“THE SHOW,” said Scully, 
“is designed for young house­ 
wives in the 18-35 bracket and 
preschool children. You have 
James Drury for the housewife 
and the elephant for tile kids. 
“I play it straight, just as if I 
were describing a ball game. I 
don’t play particularly to wom­ 
en. I try to keep the show roil­ 
ing, keep it amusing, light — 
hopefully have a quick-witted 
guest like Sebastian Cabot to 
kid with. 
“It’s tough doing two jobs at 
once. We have to tape 25 shows 
in 14 days while the Dodgers 
are in town to carry us over 
when the club hits the road. 
That’s the reason I’m doing it, 
you know. I want to get off the 
road. I want to get off the base­ 
ball wheel. 


“WON’T GET ME wrong 
This is my 20th year broadcast­ 
ing baseball — and I love it as 
much as the day I started. But 
the road gets me down. Those 
endless days in hotel rooms in 
Cincinnati or Atlanta or St. 
Louis. 
“I have three children — 
Mike is 9, Kevin, 7, and Little 
Erin is 7 months. I want to 
watch them grow up. Through 
a fluke in the schedule I had 
Easter Sunday at home. We 
went to the beach and had an 
Easter egg hunt. That was the 
first and only Easter I have 
ever spent with my family. 
“Maybe this is a way to earn 
a living and stay home. At 
least, that’s my goal.” 
The show has only been on 
the air since March 31, and 
there’s hardly been time to test 
the housewife reaction. Most af 
the time, Vin has been on the 
road with the Dodgers. I asked 
if he’d had any word on the 
show in cities he’d visited. 


“WELL IN HOUSTON,” he 
said, “One of the umpires came 
over and told me he watched 
the show every morning and 
liked it.”

Green of Oregon, also moved 
another step forward in its drive 
to provide lump-sum grants in­ 
stead of funding specified pro­ 
grams. 
The bill, sent to the Senate 
floor after three days of debate 
would bring together four pro­ 
gram® which now require sep­ 
arate application® and separate 
grants.

‘Proper,’ Examiner Says 
Of Treasurer’s Ledgers 


LISBON - No accounting dis­ 
crepancies were revealed in a 
state audit of the Office of Coun­ 
ty Treasurer Vincent C. Judge 
for the period April I, 1966, to 
Jan. 25, 1969. 
State Examiner Robert L. 
Hookey said the general ledger, 
journal of warrants issued and 
P*y - in journal were property 
maintained. 
“As required by statute, the 
county treasurer has account­ 
ed for taxes collected t w i c e 
annually for real estate and per­ 
sonal property,” the examiner 
said. “No discrepancies w e r e 
found in test checks.” 
Operating costs of the treas­ 
urers office for 1966, last full 
year of the audit period, were 
$78,186, compared with $78,123 
for 1967. 
The examiner noted that the 
treasurer did not comply with 
the Ohio Revised Code in three 
instances — the $50,000 blanket 
bond for employes was not ap­ 
proved by him, he did not file 
an annual inventory except in 
1967 and he did not maintain 
adequate records for sick leave 
and vacation. 
The balance sheet for the end 
of the period showed assets of 
$1,977,990. A summary showed 
$59,221 kl funds on hand; the 
following active fund® on depos­ 
it — Citizens Banking Co., Sal­ 
ineville, $80,000; Firestone Bank, 
Lisbon, $143,912; Union Com­ 
mercial and Savings, East Pal­ 
estine, $50,000; Union Banking 
Co., Columbiana, $50,000; New 


Waterford Bank, $50,000; Farm­ 
ers National Bank, Salem, $196,- 
448; First National Bank, Salem 
$50,000, and First National Bank, 
East Palestine, $60,000; inactive 
funds of $113,000 in First Nat­ 
ional, Salem; $178,000 in Frat 
National, East Liverpool and 
$200,000 in First National, East 
Palestine.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Legal 
gambling interests are com 
plaining President Nixon’s pro­ 
gram to fight organized crime 
discriminates against persons 
engaged in lawful betting opera­ 
tions. 
Bookmakers 
in 
Nevada, 
where gambling is a legal and 
big business, said a proposal, 
backed by President Nixon, to 
taaneaae the federal occupation­ 
al tax on wagering from $50 to 
$1,000 was unfair and indicated 
they may fight it up to the Su­ 
preme Court as “unconstitu­ 
tional.” 
If they do, it won’t be the first 
time the occupational gambling 
tax ha# been there. 
The Court ruled early last 
year that an illegal gambler 
couldn’t be convicted for non­ 
payment of the tax if he 
claimed that by registering to 
buy the tax stamp he incrimi­ 
nated himself. 
Justice Department officials 
said that decision neutralized 
the Internal Revenue Service in 
that phase of the racketeering 
battle but said other parts of the 
new measure “will get the IRS 
back into the battle against or­ 
ganized crime.” The officials 
didn’t say how the proposal 
would get around the high court 
decision. 
It won’t apply to government- 
operated sweepstakes such as 
the New York and New Hamp­ 
shire state lotteries. 
In Reno, North Swanson, own­ 
er of the Reno Turf Club, said 
♦he annual federal wagering tax 
stamp along with the IO per cent 
wagering tax was conceived ori­ 
ginally as a punitive measure 
rather than a revenue producer. 
“It’s obvious that we, the le­ 
gal gamblers in Nevada, will 
have to get together and take 
(his to the Supreme Court to get 
Nevada exempted,” he said. 
“The whole purpose of the tax 
is to fight illegal crime—which 
we are not.” 
A Washington area man who 
runs an illegal bookmaking op­ 
eration asked how bookies like 
himself could be induced to pay 
$1,000 when few of them pay the 
$50 fee. 
“Hell, I’d pay $5,000 for a 
stamp if they’d let me alone,” 


he said. “But when the stamps 
first went into effect I can re­ 
member four guys who went 
ahead and bought them and 
within a year they’d all been ar­ 
rested.” 
Treasury Department figures 
show sale of stamps in 1968 pro­ 
duced $416,000. The IO per cent 
tax levied against gambling op­ 
erations produced another $4.5 
million-most of it, presumably, 
from legal operations in Neva­ 
da.

Won’t Return Medals 
Olympic Ski Winners 
Defy Brundage Demand 


CHICAGO (AP) - President 
Avery Brundage of the Interna­ 
tional Olympic Committee, de­ 
manding return of all Alpine 
skiing 
medals 
because 
they 
were tainted with commercial­ 
ism in the 1968 Winter Games af 
Grenoble, France, was caught 
in a ground swell Thursday. 
Earl Walters, president of the 
U.S. Ski Association, implied in 
Salt Lake City that the trail of 
commercialism leads through­ 
out the entire Olympic program. 
"You could probably elimi­ 
nate all Olympic competitors on 
one score or another by sticking 
strictly to the rules,” said Wal­ 
ters. 
"The big difference between 
the skiers and other Olympic 
participants is that skiers make 
a little less effort to conceal it 
than some of the others. 
"The truth of the matter is 
that all athletes in all Olympic 
sports are receiving financial 
aid from one source or another, 
even if its just from their grand­ 
mother, in order to prepare 
t h e m s e l v e s from Olympic 
competition. 
"There really isn’t that much 
difference between government 
subsidy and industry subsidy.” 
Walters said he didn’t think 
Brundage would be able to get 
the medals returned and that 


his attempt will "just 
create 
more problems.” 
Brundage said he has asked 
the Federation International du 
Ski (FIS) to reclaim Alpine ski 
medals won in Grenoble a year 
ago. 
"It is obvious that Alpine 
skiing has not been properly 
controlled . . . and it is doubtful 
if it should be on the Olympic 
program,” said the 81-year-old 
Chicago millionaire, IOC presi­ 
dent since 1952. 
Brundage said the future of 
the Olympic'Winter Games will 
be considered by the IOC meet­ 
ing in Warsaw, Poland, June 6- 
10. 
Brundage said: 
"Articles have been printed 
listing tile payments made by 
ski manufacturers for Olympic 
medals. 
“In nearly every Olympic 
Winter Games this sport has 
been surrounded by scandal and 
this is inevitable as long as 
many racers admittedly are in 
the employ, one way or another, 
of equipment manufaturers.” 
France’s triple gold medal 
skier Jean-Claude Killy, said in 
Paris, 
"Let Brundage come 
over here himself and take the 
medals from me. He would have 
to go to my home town of Val 
d’lsere to get them—and I’ve 
got a lot of friends there.”

Symington Sounds Warning 
Pentagon Fund Cut Seen 
Unless ABM Is Deferred 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Stuart Symington says Congress 
may 
cut 
Pentagon 
spending 
across the board unless the Sen­ 
ate Armed Services Committee 
defers deployment of President 
Nixon’s Safeguard missile de­ 
fense system. 
The Missouri Democrat spoke 
out Wednesday as the commit­ 
tee completed two days of pub­ 
lic hearing on the proposed sys­ 
tem to protect U.S. missile sites. 
Symington said that in the 
past 22 years he had never seen 
the committee reject a single 
proposed weapons system. 
“If on this particular system 
we can’t just once show this 
should be deferred, I predict 
that the Senate will recommend 
—and very possibly the House 
also—a major across-the-board 
cut” in the $80 billion Pentagon 
budget, Symington said. He ex­ 
empted the $400 million in mis­ 
sile defense research which he 
believes should continue. 
Symington said the hearings 
had bolstered his position oppos­ 
ing Safeguard, but Chairman 
John Stermis, D-Miss., saw the 
sessions as strengthening t h e 
proposal. Eight witnesses ap­ 
peared. 
“All eight have some respect 
for it,” Stenms said. “All eight 
argue ifs the most advanced 
system we have despite its defi­ 
ciencies.”

QUESTION: Why do the w heels o j m y roller skates whirl 
around so easily?

ANSW ER: When two surfaces arc dragged against each 
other, friction is created. Movement, such as that of a 
piece of metal revolving inside another piece, is thus 
slowed down. There are many cases where wheels must 
revolve very rapidly, such as the wheels of your roller 
skates. They can do this because of the ball bearings 
inside your skates’ wheels. Notice that the ball in (I) 
touches the flat surface at only one small point. This 
reduces friction as it rolls. Inside the wheels of your roller 
skates are sets of small shiny steel balls (2). These are set 
in a frame so as not to touch each other. One part of the 
ball rests on the axis or metal bar going across the skate. 
The other part takes the weight of the skate and you 
above it. As the wheels whirl around (4), they spin on the 
rolling balls with so little friction that they allow you to 
move very fast.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-An 
opponent to fluoridation of water 
supplies in Ohio cities has told 
the State Senate’s Education, 
Health and Welfare Committee 
that research available on its 
safety is “unreliable.” 
lh-. George Waldbott of De­ 
troit, called Wednesday night 
for a congressional investigation 
mf doctors and others who advo­ 
cate fluoridation as a health 
measure and other reasons. He 
said anyone supporting fluorida 
bon was “gambling with the na­ 
tion’s health.” 
Waldbott, who admitted he 
had trouble being recognized by 
the nation’s major medical mag­ 
azines, warned against a “pro- 
fluoridation” lobby, which he 
claimed was “partially sponsor­ 
ed by industry.”
